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to get the Souls and Bodics of Men

How - dreadful ther: 1s it for ſuch who give 
up themſelves Voluntarily to do his-druggery, 
and ſel] their Souls to Ercrnal puniſhment, for 
a little Momentany pleaſure, or- to fulfil their 
own Lutts here, and ſuch may all thoſe truly 
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be ſaid to be, who are guilty of Wirchcraft, 
which dcteſtable Sin, God himſelf abominares, 
and hath expreſſed in Holy Writ, -7har ſhals 
not ſuffer "a etch or Wizard to line”. in | the | 
Land. Of whith-Number, theſe twa Women 
Committed as aforeſaid, are ſuppoſed to be; 
as the enſuing Diſcourſe will. make our. 

One Zohn Tonken, of Penſans, near the Mownt 
in: Corrwall, about 15 or 16 Years of: Age, 
Was1n April laſt ftrangely. taken with ſudden 
firs; And gn the 4th. of May, 1686. as he lay in 
Bed, there-appcated to him a Woman in a bluc 
Jerkin and Red Petticoat, with Yellow and 
Green. patches, and. told him, thathe would 
not be well before he had brought up Nutfbels 
Pins, and Nails; which the Boy afterwards 
related to ſeveral People thatwercat his Cham- 
ber, though none did fee or hear the Appari- 
tion, but himſelf : ſoon. after the Lad was 
raken with fits of ſtriving, or yoaking, inſo- 
much, that two. Men could ſcarce bold him, 
and after ſeycral firs, he brought up three Pins, 
and half a Walrur-/tell, and in few dars after, 
he brought up three Walnur-ſt elt;, and ſeveral 
Pins, forac'of which ' were Crooked. The 
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Woman very often appeared to him, ſome- 
times in the ſhape as before ; at' other times 
like a Catz whereupon the Boy would ſhreik, 
and cry out that he would not ſee her, lay- 
ing his. hands over his Eyes and Mouth, and 
would fay with a loud voice, ſhe 1s putting 
things -into. my - Mouth, ſhe will Choak mc; 
ſhe wall - Poyſon me. Ar other times he would 
fay, I will notbe Tempted by thee, and in the 
Name of Zeſus, I defi, thee and all thy works: 
for a while he would ly-as Dead, and on a 
ſudden he would foring from the Bed, three or 
tour Foot high, from between two Men that 
uſually ſat upon the Bed by him. At another 
time he ſaid the Woman told him he had 
Straws 1n his Belly, and in a ſhort time at- 
ter, he brought up four or five Straws, as alſo 
.an car of Rye, with a Straw to 1t half a yard. 
long; and for two or three day's Succeſſively 
he brought up great quanity's of Straws and 
Ruſkes, ſorne of them being a yard long, with 
broad knots in them : The Pins hc brought 
up Were 11 all 16 or 17 andas many Straws 
anc] Rujtes as would fill the Pole of a Mans 
Hat, it they were thrown. in. ſomewhat lofe; 
ONc. 
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one without a Head and one turned. like a 
' Fiſh-Hook, the Woman another time appeared 
co him and told him he ſhould bring up Nails, 
and that as they were inſenſibly put into him, 
ſo he ſhould in like manner bring them our, 
and in few Hours after, the Boy crycd our 
he was prick'd in the Heel, the People that were 
then preſent, turned the Bedcloarhs off, and 
found a. new threepeny Nail faſt to his Heel, | 
and another in the Bed; he alſo brought up 
a picce of dry Bramble, and ſeveral pieces. of 
flat Sticks, which put -together, made the 
form of a Brecting Needle, ſuch as the Fiſher- 
men make their Nets with. Some Perſons to 
be ſatisfied of the truth of this, came to him, 
and put their Fingers into his Mouth to ſearch 
1f he had any Pins or Ryſhes, thinking he might 
pur a trick on them, but found none, though 
ſome came cvery day trom him. On the rozh. .. 
of May, was his violent fir, when he hardly 
had any Ceflation from his rulls )or throws 
for-{cycral Hours, he ſtarted very much, and 
bcing asked what the Woman had ſaid to him, 
replicd, the told him ſhe would kill hins, if i 
were in her Power; but he ſaid he honed God 
would 
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would not permit her. In one of his Staring 
fits, a' perſon of Note obſcrying -tus Eyes 
to be fixed in the Thatch of the Honſe, thruſt 
his Sword into the Thatch twice, then the Boy - 
crycd ſhe is gone into the Corner like a Mouſe: 
at that time he brought up a Pin very ruſty, 
and a little bowed, which was took up-and 
kept. The laſt thing that he brought up, was 
a piece of a Beeting Needle, halt an Inch broad, 
and an Inch and a half long, with ' two ſharp 
points like pins, one at cach end which thi 

have cauſed great Admiration: He would of- 
ten cry outſhe had pur Poyſon into his Mouth; 
and call upon one Edward Plimroſe, who was 
his Uncle, to catch her, faying ſhe was going | 
out of the Window. Somtimes he would fay 
to her, when ſhall I-be well 2 Make me well 
I will give thee five Shillings, Tl give thee 
five Pound; and then turning his Eycs to 
the People, would fay, the will not tell me 
when I ſhalb be well. Another time he faid 
to her tell me your Name, and where you do 
dwell? then turning to the People, would 
fay, the Old Watch will neither tell me her 
Name, nor where ſhe dwells. The laſt time; 
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there appeared to him three Women; where 
at he cried out, what-a Cofederancy 2 What 
vou Old Witch morc Confederates, and then 
ſhe bad him farewell, and faid - ſhe would 
trouble him no more; - and 'two days af. 
ecr,: the Boy was«pretty well again, and goes - 
abroad ; with- Crutches. Of this, Aﬀidavit 
hath bcen made before a Juſtice by {everal Per: 
ſons and they arc (cnt--to Lanceſton Gaol, for 
Witchcraft; two Old:/Womcn, one Zare Noat 
alias : - Nickleſs, and-the: other: Elizabeth, of 
more commonly Betty Seeze;. We liveitrhopes 
they wilt be found ont/atthe next' Aſlizesand 
ſo-recayc,arreward due. to their-Merits.- To 4
